I have the honor to receive you favor of the 10th inst., inquiring whether the reasons for 
the delay which hitherto existed in the case of the United States against Peter Daley will prevent 
the defendant’s trial at this time. I would say that the Treasury detective who spent some time, 
here made no report to me upon the subject, and he was withdrawn by order of the Chief of that 
branch of the public service. 


What report he made to his superior officer, I do not know, neither am I aware from any 
other source whether he made progress in the special matter given to his charge. I would 
respectfully suggest that were a letter written to the proper offices of the Treasury Department, or 
to whomsoever you may think it judicious to write to, the answer would probably furnish you 
with the information needed.

As the Superintendent states that he is not able to 
answer my inquiry; in accordance with his suggestion, I address you on the subject and would be 
pleased to be informed whether these investigations have been completed and whether there is 
any reason, at the present time, why this case should not be prosecuted.
